The Public Image Worshippers 


The mayor-elect of New York City has been 
going over the budget and says his administra­ 
tion is .starting out $412 million short of cash. 
He says the deficit looming for his administra­ 
tion’s second year in office is even larger— $ftftft 
million. 
This is why many people wondered why .John 
V 
Lindsay wanted to be mayor of New York 
City. They thought the incumbent mayor, Rob­ 
ert F. Wagner, had the right idea He refused 
to run. 
What happens when a city, a state and a na­ 
tion plunge into debt to support themselves in a 
style to which spenders have grown accustomed? 
What accounts for the credo that nothing is too 
good for the people collectively, even if it can t 
be paid for. though an individual who lives be­ 
yond his means is written off as a spendthrift? 
The explanation has to be something about 
worshipping a public image 
It has to be the 


same trait of human nature that has caused 
castles to rise from fields tilled by peasants, 
cathedrals to be built in the midst of slums 
and palatial public buildings to commemorate 
the vanity of despots who lorded it over pover­ 
ty-stricken masses. 
Nothing is too good for the public image 
Whether the image is ostentation in buildings, 
extravagance in a royal family, or open-handed 
distribution of funds to the poor, it has to be 
done with a flourish. 
Prudence is not seemly. Everything must be 
firs* class for the sake of collective prestige and 
hang the expense even though individuals who 
live beyond their means are subject to law. 
Mayor-elect Lindsay will be no exception But 


as he starts his trial in New York by mayoralty 
fire he could wish his predecessor had been an 
exception Sometime, somehow, there will have 
to be a day of reckoning 


China's Old Man Man 


Man Tse-tung. chairman of the Chinese Com­ 
munist Party and dictator of the People's Re­ 
public of China, now is 73 years old, 74 by Chi­ 
nese reckoning 
From all accounts. Mao is a stooped, palsied 
old man today, possibly suffering from Parkin­ 
son's disease Speculation about a successor is 
rife Nevertheless, to the 735 million mainland 
Chinese and a great many Chinese overseas 
this aging man is their supreme patriarch and 
giver of laws. 
Mao was born of peasant stock in Hunan 
province He began to work in his harsh father's 
fields at seven and developed a sympathy with 
poverty-ridden peasants He received more ed­ 
ucation than might have been expected, includ­ 
ing some at the tertiary level, and is well rec­ 
ognized as a Chinese classicist. 
At 28 
he was one of the founders of the 
Communist partv in Shanghai 
He joined the 
Kuomintang of Sun Yat-sen when Communists 
were admitted to it in 1924. left 1he party in 
1927 when Chiang Kai-shek kicked out the Com­ 
munists, and ultimately emerged as leader of 
the Communist party 
Mao’s followers, 
pressed 
by 
Kuomintang 
forces in October 1934, began their l/ing March. 
some fi OOO miles northward from Kiang^i to the 
barren lands of Shensi province 


Ghosts Of 'The Bast 


This tale of a Christmas season many years 
agr, may disturb manx of those who are an­ 
ticipating rich gifts when the President s budget 
is presented to Congress and the country

the prospective recipients need not worry. The 
lessons from history are not studied now in 
the councils of the Great Society.

I'm assuming that the ghosts in my story can 
read, for when thex were walking among mortal 
men they were highly articulate individuals, and 
that they have noted Shriver s latest idea about 
spending money for the poor This clan is called 
a “ negative income tax "

it has to do with taxation is the use of the

The man who claims that he invented the 
idea is Prof Milton Friedman of tile Cniversity 
of Chicago I cannot believe that Friedman was 
serious when he gave publicity to the idea He 
is a man with a hearty sense of humor, and 
jf> probably a sardonic joke 
But Shriver is so overloaded with the humor­ 


less jargon and psychology of the 
do-gooders ’ 
that he seems to have lost the capacity to 
recognize a joke when he •-ees one

was joking is his reputation a< a conservative.

Twenty centuries ago. in a stable in Bethle­ 
hem. a son was born to a carpenter of Nazareth 
and his wife 
Since that time men have proclaimed 
t h e 
event a turning point in the history of 
th e 
world To Christians. God mysteriously became 
man in the lowly person of an itinerant teacher 
who was nailed to a cross at Jerusalem when a 
Roman governor yielded to the clamor of a 
riotous mob which had demanded execution 


According to the Gospels,

son, Jesus Christ, triumphed over death and.

hi? followers celebrate his birth with Christmas 
trees, tinsel, carols, gifts and Christian devo­ 
tion It’s a celebration of Christianity’s faith in 
the promise of peace on earth, goodwill to men.

london, Jesus, knowing tha? the church had to 
he founded on the fulfillment of the oropheces, 
planned their fulfilment in the minutest detail, 
even arranging that he be crucified on Friday, 
knowing that because of the Jewish Sabbath the 
next day, He would be taken from the cross 
within a few hours, before the last spark 
of 
life expired 
The events of Passion Week are described 
bv the writer as “ a nightmarish conception and 
undertaking, the 
outcome of the frightening 
logic of a sick mind or a genius." 
News dispatches report that the book is 
dis­ 
turbing'’ many churchmen in England 
The book is not yet in 
circulation 
in 
this 
country and the meager reviews and news ac­ 
counts do not reveal whether the author ex­ 
plains how Jesus arranged for His birth in the 
Bethlehem manger; or for the Heavenly Host; 


or the visit of the Wise Men; or the flight into 
Egypt; or His confrontation with the rabbis in 
thp temple at Jerusalem 
All of these events took place by the time He 
wa? 12 years old — hardly an age at which a 
boy would be plotting such things.

Evers, field director of the 
National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People, 
scheduled 
the Christmas Eve 
march in Fayette to dramatize 
a boycott similar to one which 
shackled the economy of Natch­ 
ez. until it ended Dec. 3 
Sixty state troopers were or­ 
dered into the tense rural town 
lo keep order during the demon­ 


stration—which 
Evers 
said 
would include 2.000 marchers 
Evers told his followers they 
must go on the streets of Natch­ 
ez later in the day unless two 
policemen involved in a racial 
flareup W'ednesday were fired 
“ Don’t carry guns, knives or 
sticks,” he said 
The affidavit by Klan Dragon 
E. L. McDaniel charged Robin­ 
son with refusal to arrest per­ 
sons violating state laws. The 
specifics of the charges were 
not learned 
Natchez had been calm since 
the Dec 3 agreement until the 
fist fight Wednesday resulted in 
charges ranging from assault 
and battery to disturbing the

Evers claimed I wo officers
